Expreſſions, as ignorant good Nature, vext and tormen- 

ted with uncertainties, and hopes and fears, and tender 

ſcruples, firſt ſuggeſted, and afterwards improv*d to dan-- 
gerous and dreadfull Superſtition : And the Choice of this - 
moſt Solemn-Dedication Day, was to have direted me, 

to-whom in Heaven I was to have made my moſt par- 

ticular Addreſs. But God be thank'd, that Task is 

ſpar'd, thoſe Days are gone, and now paſt proſped&t of 
Return, the Text means no ſuch thing as Praying for 

the Dead. The Good' King Heynry is, if any one, at
